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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 03 July 2006, 
with respect to the prior art rejections have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejections of 
claims 2-22 have been withdrawn. Claims 2-22 are now deemed 
allowable, as set forth detail below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Independent claim 2, as presently amended, now recite the 
features of determining normalized reflectance data that is 
valid for an entire job by averaging over margin areas in which 
there is no printing on any page. Independent claim 12, as 
presently amended, recites similar language. This particular 
manner of determining the normalized reflectance data for show- 
through compensation for front, back and adjacent pages in a 
bound collection of pages. The closest prior art discovered is 
the previously cited references Matsuda (US Patent 5,973,792) 
and Knox (US Patent 6,101,283) which do not teach the presently 
added limitations. Examiner has found no additional prior art 
which would anticipate the present claims or render the present 
claims obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention. Claims 3-11 are allowable due to their 
ultimate dependencies from claim 2. Claims 13-22 are allowable 
due to their ultimate dependencies from claim 12.
